Passage of the Constitutional Amendment.

Wb record this week an event more important than 
any other that has occurred since the birth of the 
Nation, and which fills us with a joy too deep for words 
The Amendment to the Constitution, ABOLISHING 
AND FOREVER PROHIBITING SLAVERY, passed 
the House of Representatives on Tuesday, by the Con 
atitutional majority of twc-thirds, and now only awaits 
ratification by the Legislatures of three-fourths of the 
States to become a part of the Fundamental Law of the 
Nation. 

The Amendment, our readers will recollect, passed 
the Senate on the 8th of April last, by the decisive vote 
of 88 yeas to 6 nays. On the 15th ol June the House 
voted upon it with the following result: Yeas 98, Nays 
63. The measure thus failed for want of the Constitu¬ 
tional twO-thirds majority ; whereupon Mr. Ashley of 
Ohio changed his vote from the affirmative to the nega¬ 
tive, that he might, according to the rules, have power 
to move a reconsideration. From the 5th of December, 
when Congress again convened, until Tuesday last, Mr. 
Ashley labored with great diligence, perseverance and 
tact, to secure for the Amendment a Constitutional 
majority ; and now his efforts and those of other faith¬ 
ful friends of freedom are crowned with glorious suc- 


The Joint Resolution embracing the Amendment is in 
the following terms : 


Be it resolved by the Senate and House of Represen¬ 
tatives of the United States of America in Congress as¬ 
sembled, two-thirds of both Houses concurring; that the 
following articles he proposed to the Legislatures of 
the several States as an Amendment to the Constitu¬ 
tion of the United States ; when ratified by three- 
fourths of said Legislatures, shall be valid to all intents 
and purposes as a part of the said Constitution, name¬ 
ly : 

Art. 13—Section 1. Neither slavery nor involuntary 
servitude, except as a punishment for crime, whereof 
the party shall have been duly convicted, shall exist 
within the United States, or any place subject to ' 
jurisdiction. 

Sec. 2. Congress shall have power to enforce this 
article by appropriate legislation. 

The hour appointed for the final straggle having ar¬ 


rived, the House first voted upon a motion to table the 
Amendment. Result—ayes 57, noes Ill. The ques¬ 
tion of reconsideration was next decided in the affirma¬ 
tive-ayes 112, nays 57. Some of the Democratic 
members then tried to persuade Mr. Ashley to consent 
to a postponement of the main question, hut he.insisted 
on taking the vote at once, and it was taken with the

of the existing law of the Nation. The case is not 
necessarily the same as to the political arrangement 
of tbe, machinery of the returning State. It has 
always been left to the action of each territory apply¬ 
ing for admission to decide who shall have the elec¬ 
tive franchise. It does not follow, logically and 
legally, that Congress has the same right to require 
negro suffrage that it unquestionably has to require 
negro liberty. It is a question for grave deliberation 
and serious decision. We trust and hope that it may 
appear that it is competent for Congress to make and 
enforce this requisition, and that it will be held to the 
strictest performance of its duty in the fullest extent.

New Jersey may be reckoned doubtful, but we think 
there is good ground for hope that her Legislature, 
may be carried for the measure. The Democratic 
party there will hardly venture to array itself 
the side of slavery. Some of the members of that | 
party in the Legislature will imitate the example ol 
Odell, Herrick, Gacson, etc., and go for the measure. 
New Jersey, added to the above list, will make 23. Add 
Tennessee, Arkansas, Louisiana and Virginia, and 
have 27, the required three-fourths of all the States. 
The status of the three States last named is a question 
dispute, but ere long they will no doubt be 
restored to the Union on some terms, and their 
currence in the Amendment may be surely counted 
upon. Delaware cannot be carried at present, but the 
election of next November may give us an anti-slavery 
Legislature even in that State. 

It is a question whether the Amendment would not 
become a part of the Constitution by the ratification of | 
the Legislatures of three-fourths of the Sates not 
rebellion. If this should be settled in the affirmative by 
competent authority, the work of ratification would 
be certain and speedy. On the other hand, if the States 
rebellion must be counted as belonging, as such, to 
the Union, the question may not be determined for 
months to come. But the measure will not fail— 
depend upon that. God speed the hour when it may be 
said that the sun in the United States neither rises 
upon a master nor sets upon a slave! 

—We are glad to see that Gov. Fenton has already 
addressed to the Legislature of this State a brief but j 
stirring Message, recommending the immediate and 
unanimous ratification of the Amendment. We trust 
the Governors of other States will at once follow his 
example, and that the Legislatures will do the work 
with a dispatch and a unanimity worthy of so grand a 
cause, and which will rouse the popular enthusiasm to 
the highest pitch.

The Annual Meeting of the Massachusetts Anti- 
Slavery Society was held in Boston on Thursday and 
Friday of last week. The attendance was large and 
the final action very nearly unanimous. Mr. Thomp¬ 
son and Mr. Phillips made speeches which fell no 
whit behind any of their former orations in splendor 
of eloquence and persuasive power. Mr. Garrison 
was clear, logical and forcible in the exposition of 
his views of the condition of the country and the 
cat*e, and the measure of blame or praise to be ac¬ 
corded to the President and other public men, mili¬ 
tary and civil. The speaking was, with scarcely any 
exceptions, of an excellent rhetorical quality, and the 
saying of Mr. Emerson that “ eloquence is dog-cheap 
in the Anti-Slavery Meetings " was in no wise contra¬ 
dicted by the experience of this one. The peculiar 
constitutions of mind and temper of some of the 
speakers gave a character of vehemence, and 
times, of acrimony to their speeches, which hardly 
seemed called for by the differences of opinion in¬ 
volved in the debates. Those differences were differ¬ 
ences of opinion as to men and measures, and by 
means as to principles, and such as need occasion no 
hard words or hard feelings among old friends and 
life-long fellow-laborers. If such were uttered, 
exist, it was not because of any necessary occasion 
for them. 

The majority of the Society in attendance deemed 
the Reconstruction of Louisiana the most important 
topic for discussion and action at this time, and tbe 
sessions were, almost exclusively, devoted to its con¬ 
sideration. The essential importance of securing the 
right of suffrage to the emancipated negroes was the 
main theme of debate. The ground taken in the 
resolutions, which passed almost unanimously at the 
close of the second day, was substantially that which 
the American Anti-Slavery Society and all its auxil¬ 
iaries have held and maintained against ail comers, 
ever since it had a name to live. The absolute equal¬ 
ity of civil and political, as well as personal, rights 
of the negro with the white man is what we have 
always assumed, affirmed and demanded. Wherever 
any disabilities have existed unfavorably distinguish¬ 
ing the black man from the whit8, in the State, in the 
Church, in the school-house, on the public convey¬ 
ances, tne Abolitionists have been instant and earnest. ----- __ 

in demanding their repeal, and have been signally 1 
successful in many case* xt—n, mcieea, remains to 
be dme in many of the free States, as well as in 
those now struggling into tbe light of liberty. What 
the resolutions demand of Congress in the case of 
Louisiana and tbe other rebellious States, as they 
knock at the door of the Nation for readmission, we 
have always demanded of the loyal States in which, 
political rights were denied to the black man. If 
Congress have the power to impose this condition, the 
whole body of Abolitionists of every shade of opinion 
will uplift but one voice demanding its exercise at 
the political peril of every member that refuses it. 

There is not, and there cannot be, any difference 0 f 
opinion on this point. Although personal freedom 
without citizenship is a condition infinitely above 
chattel slavery, still that great boon is but half b e . 
stowed and but imperfectly secured without the p to . 
tection of the suffrage, even under all the drawbacks 
and disadvantages which must attend upon its ex er . 
cise in a state of society such as must exist for a l 0r) , 
time in the States lately holding slaves. 

The only question raised as to this point was as f 0 
the constitutional competency of Congress to make 
this action a condition precedent to readmission. ^ 
distinction was taken between the natural right of a 
man to his own body and soul and that to the ci v jj 
right of suffrage.

lously careful never to ask of President or Congress 
or any functionary or assembly any action that they 
(the Abolitionists) did not hold to be constitutionally 
and lawfully within their power. Thus we never 
petitioned Coogress for the abolition of slavery, be¬ 
fore the rebellion had given the two Houses power 
over it, because we hold that it was asking them to 
do what they bad no right to do and had sworn not 
to do. Certain Abolitionists believed that slavery 
had no constitutional guaranty and that Congress 
had full power in the premises. They, of course, 
petitioned Congress accordingly ; but there was no 
censure expressed or implied by either party on the 
other because of this difference of doctrine. There 
surely need be none now. 

While we fully agree with the warmest of the 
supporters of this provision as to the importance of 
obtaining it, if proper and practicable, we regard it 
as one of remote rather than immediate influence on 
the actual condition of the negro. That condition 
must be, in the nature of things, for a long time a 
very hard and difficult one, with obstacles to be over¬ 
come much nearer to Mm than any to be reached 
through the ballot-box. It is the ingrained birthright 
prejudice existing against him in the minds of Ms 
white neighbors and employers that will stand mbst 
in his way for a long time. This he can only over¬ 
come by his own good conduct, industry, sobriety and 
thrift. The infusion of new blood from the North 
and from Europe into the depleted veins of the South 
will be a considerable element in the revivifioation of 
the body pslitic there. The mere abstract possession 
of the suffrage will be but an indifferent shield against 
tbe oppression which will seek him out. We must 
furnish him with education, with intelligence, with 
good examples and practical assistance in the path 
of prosperity and independence, to enable him to 
make the beBt use of the right of suffrage, if it be 
secured to him, or to vindicate it for himself, if it be 
not. When vne consider the amount of influence ex¬ 
ercised over voters even in New England manufac¬ 
turing villages, where the livelihood of many men is 
in the hand of a single employer, and still more, in 
England, where a vote for the candidate of the land¬ 
lord is openly made a preliminary condition to grant¬ 
ing a lease of land, we may form some idea of the 
degree of independent action likely to be exerted by 
the just manumitted slaves, when surrounded and 
employed by their old masters. And the freedom of J 
choice of the poor whites m the Southern States, 
themselves, might be well urged as a further illustra¬ 
tion of the difficulties of the case. These difficulties 
are many, but they are not insuperable. They are to 
be overcome, however, only by the blacks themselves. 
All we can do is to put them in the best condition 
possible for overcoming them. The ballot is a most 
important element in the future of the negro; but 
intelligence and independence are more essential still. 

Should the one be lost, the other may be secured_ 

and, if secured, the suffrage will have been but de¬ 
ferred, not lost. 

The resolutions on other matters, especially one 
proposing to hold a Special Meeting of the Society, in 
ease of the final adoption of the Amendment abolish¬ 
ing Slavery, for the purpose of a rejoicing together ] 
and a dissolution in ?iew of the accomplishment of 
the object of the Society, were laid on the table with¬ 
out action, at the end of the meeting.

influence shall be brought to bear on the Country to 
hasten the ratification of tbe Amendment and the 
accomplishment of the Reconstruction in such

i the general impression at tbe North that the 


rebels have determined to arm a large body of their 
slaves, tiiat being the only means of recruiting, 
considerable extent, their wasted army ; but ’ 
ceive that the question whether this desperate expedi¬ 
ent should be resorted to was before tbe rebel Con¬ 
gress, and undecided, so late as Jsd. 26th. The bill 
before the House provided only for the impressment o‘ 
free negroes and slaves, between 18 and 40 years of age, 
to be employed as cooks, stewards, waiters, laborers, 
etc. There was no provision for freeing the slaves, or 
for arming them. A provision limiting the number to 
be impressed to 30,000 in the States east of the Missis¬ 
sippi and 10,000 in the States west of that river, was 
stricken out—ayes 46, noes 28. Mr. Smith of N. O’ 
opposed the motion to strike out. If such a change 
were made there would be no limitation to the number 
of negroes to be so employed, and the whole slave 
population would be fn the hands of the military 
authorities. 

Mr. Garland of Ark., favored the motion to strike 
out. He thought it much better to give the military 
authorities discretion to take as many as the public 
service may require than to prescribe the number. 

The debate on this bill revealed the terrible anxiety 
felt by some of the members lest it should lead 
arming of the slaves. We quote : 

Mr. Turner of N. C. said be looked upon the bill ai , 
ject to ami the slaves. The President had declared in favor 
of it. When he gets them in the army as teamsters and 
cooks he can make them drill or perform any other duty. 
He would be willing to surrender the slaves lor independ¬ 
ence. Tho only objection he had to malting soldiers of the 
slaves was that they would not fight on our side ; they would 
prow the enemy’s best allies in accomplishing our overthrow 
and destruction. Mr. Turner said the country had been too 
long and too often deluded and deceived by Presidential 
plans, projects and prophecies. No one of liis prophecies 
had been fulfilled; no one of his projects or plans had proved 
successful. Yet the President proposes new and dangerous 
schemes, with unabated confidence in his own judgment. 
When Susanna, Corporal Trim and the other servaDts sat 

down by the kitchen fire for a talk, Corporal Trim said 1 _ 

had been so often deceived in his own judgment that he 
now had doubts of its accuracy even when he knew he was 
right.” The President has been much oftener deceived in his 
I judgment than the corporal, and it is lime that he Imd learned 
some mistrust of his judgment. He must not look for an 
unlimited support either from Oongress or the country.

Mr. Ramsay of N. C. said, to relieve tbe matter of all 
doubt, he would offer the following amendment: “ Pro¬ 
vided that said slaves shall not be armed or used as 
soldiers.” 

Mr. Miles of S. C., chairman of the Military Com¬ 
mittee, said he had given his most earnest and painful con¬ 
sideration to this subject—the arming and employment of 
negroes as soldiers. He believed such a measure was 
fraught with a danger and disaster of which the country had 
no conception. It would be a fatal stab to the institution of 
slavery, and would overturn the whole social fabric of our 
country. Mr. Miles proceeded to argue against tbe policy 
of emnlnvmsr nmn-nes ns soldiers, showing that the negro 


o promote the best and permanent interests of 
both whites and blacks. 


Colored People’s Rights in " Washington. — In the 
mate, Jan. 17th, the bill to incorporate a new passen¬ 
ger railway in Washington being under consideration 
m Committee of the Whole, Mr. Sumner, with his usual 
watchfulness of the rights of the people of color, moved 
-a an amendment the following proviso : 

“Provided, tha$ no person shall be excluded from 
any car on account of eolor.” 

Mr. Saulsbury of Del. asked for the yeas and nays 
i the amendment, and they were ordered. Mr. Mor¬ 
rill of Me. remarked that he would say a single word 
in regard to this, simply as to the position of the Senate 
upon this elass of provisions. This general provision 
applies to one of the roads, the last road chartered, the 
F street road, so-called; it is specifically a portion of 
their charter ; it does not apply to the road on t 
avenue; but as the sense of the Senate has seemed 
be to subject All the roads to this general provision, 
that has seemed to be the general judgment of the Sen¬ 
ate, he, of course, had no objection to the same rule 
being applied to this bill, and therefore he would make 
no objection to the amendment.

their improvement. Seventy of* them formed a 
society, whjeh was more completely organized sub¬ 
sequently. They accepted ten colored teachers, and 
contributed nearly one thousand dollars in “ green- 
hachs ” / The old slave market was offered them for 
a school-room by Gen. Geary, and they have taken 
possession of it. The whole movement is charac¬ 
terized as one of intelligent, self-sacrificing en¬ 
deavor for self-support and self-respecting inde¬ 
pendence. 

This enterprise of the colored people of Savannah’ 
carried on by their own good sense and with their 
own resources, indicates what may be done for 
redeemed bondmen less favorably situated by ex¬ 
tending to them the aid and counsel they need at the 
commencement of their new career. It is already 
demonstrated, that if they are kindly and justly dealt 
with, their liberation will prove a blessing not onlv 
to themselves but to the whole country ; and to no 
part of the country so thoroughly a blessing as to the 
section which a band of ambitious aristocrats have 
tried to rule, by elevating the few to a mean supre¬ 
macy and oppressing and cheating the many in a 
brutal servitude.

Church; John W. Claghorn, Esq., Macgregor J. 
Mitcheson, Esq., Edward Claghorn, Esq., and Mrs. E, 
W. Hutter and Miss Louisa E. Claghorn, all Philadel¬ 
phians.” 

Rev. Dr. Suddards made the presentation address, 
and the President responded as follows: 

“ Rev. Sir, and Ladies and Gentlemen : I accept, 
with emotions of profoundest gratitude, the beautiful 
gift you have been pleased to present to me. You 
will, of course, expect that I acknowledge it. So 
much has been said about Gettysburg, and so well 
said, that for me to attempt to say more may, per¬ 
haps, only serve to weaken the force of that which 
has already been said. A most graceful and eloquent 
tribute was paid to the patriotism and self-deDying 
labors of the American ladies on the occasion of the 
consecration of the National Cemetery at Gettysburg, 
by our illustrious friend, Edward Everett, now, alas !

I wish you to read, if you 
have not already done so, the glowing and eloquent 
and truthful words which he then spoke of the women 
of America. Truly, the services they have rendered 
to the defenders of our country in this perilous time, 
and are yet rendering, can never be estimated as 
they ought to be. For your kind wishes to me per¬ 
sonally I beg leave to render you, likewise, my sin- 
cerest thanks. I assure you they are reciprocated.
